New. Hydro-Electric Project 
Undertaken in Alta. Rockies

Nestled in among the towering mountains of the Alberta 
Rockies, an immense new power project is about to go into 
operation. A few miles from Banff, in the formerly-forbidden 
Spray Lakes country, Calgary Power Ltd. is bringing in a new 
hydro-electric project that will almost double the capacity of 
Alberta’s biggest power company. 


In a matter of weeks this $10,- 
000,000 development will go to 
work, supplying Alberta’s homes, 
factories and farms with electrical 
energy in twice the amount that 
has previously been available. 

High among the Alberta Rock- 
ies, on the edge of the Continental 
Divide, just south of Banff, lies 
the beautiful valley of the Spray.

And it was as inaccessible as it is 
beautiful until Calgary Power 
spent $300,000 on roads in the 
valley to enable the project to be 
undertaken. 

In November, 1948, the big job 
started, and since then about 250 
men have been employed on the 
project. 

High up the mountains, behind 
Canmore, an earth dam bridged a 
narrow chasm, and back of that 
the waters of the twin Spray 
Lakes were built up until it is 190 
feet deep in points. 

Four dams in all were erected, 
along with a five and one half 
mile canal, and the 1,236 foot 
Penstock Tunnel that will help 
guide the waters down to the low- 
er dam. 

Three power plants will gener- 
ate electricity, with a total capa- 
city of 88,600 horse power. 

With water the key to the 
whole development, plans have 
been made so that hardly a drop 
will be wasted. Calgary Power 
incidentally, pays the govern 
ment rental rights on the water.

Besides being utilized for power 
consumers, the Spray is used to 
accomplish other purposes of sup- 
plying water to cities and towns, 
to irrigate, to create scenic beauty 
and fishing pools, for industrial 
use, sewage disposal, and for navi- 
gation, where possible. 

But as great as Spray is, Al- 
berta is growing industrially by 
such leaps and bounds that Cal- 
gary Power is already planning 
other extensions in the very near 
future. 

Probably early in October the 
big $10,000,000 project (financed 
by company shareholders), will go 
into operation. 

It has been a big undertaking, 
but it is symbolic of a faith in 
Alberta, and it is a tribute to en- 
gineering genius, skill of work- 
manship, and determination of 
purpose.

He left government work to join 
Calgary Power in 1936( remaining 
with the company until his enlist- 
ment in the Canadian Army in 
1940. 

Following his war service he re- 
joined Calgary Power Ltd. He 
was also in charge of the Snare 
River power project in Yukon 
Territory.

New Road Link 
With Alaska 


Alberta government’s decision to survey 
the proposed Whitecourt-Valleyview high- 
way with a view to building a new and 
shorter link with the Alaska highway has 
brought applaud from the residents of the 
Lac Ste. Anne district. 

Businessmen and townsfolk of Sangudo, 
Onoway, Cherhill, Mayerthorpe and other 
towns have long urged that such a road be 
built. This newspaper, too, has added its 
voice to the growing demand for the “White- 
court Cut-off’. Several weeks back a feature 
story pointed out the necessity of building the 
new road. 

The Whitecourt-Valleyview road would 
shorten by about 100 miles the present route 
to Alaska. Instead of travelers having to 
drive far out of their way through Athabasca 
and High Prairie, the proposed new road 
would provide an almost straight route be- 
tween Edmonton, Grande Prairie and Daw- 
soon Creek, in B.C. 

The growing towns within the municipal 
district of Lac Ste. Anne will receive another 
boost to their continued progress if the road 
goes through. It is to be hoped the Alberta 
government loses no time on this project. 


Alberta Traffic 
and Safety Guide

Farm Income 
In Alberta 


Farm cash income in Canada from the 
sale of farm products amounted to $870,500,- 
000 during the first six months of 1950. This 
is a decline of 18.6 per cent from the 1949 
cash income of $1,069,400,000 during the 
same period, In addition a little over $13 
million was received in the form of Prairie 
Farm Assistance payments. 

The substantial decline in farm cash in- 
come this year is largely due to the fact that 
while $213.3 million was paid to prairie farm- 
ers in the form of participation and equaliza- 
tion payments durng the first half of 1949, 
only $6.3 million was paid in the same period 
this year. This reduction in payments is re- 
flected in the sharp drop in farm cash income 
in the prairie provinces. In Saskatchewan 
this drop in income amounted to nearly 50 
per cent, while in Manitoba and Alberta it 
came to approximately 44 and 33 per cent 
respectively. 

During the first six months of last year 
total farm cash income was as follows: Mani- 
toba, $91,029,000. Saskatchewan $228,161,- 
000, Alberta $210,249,000 and Canada $1,- 
078,635,000.

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Rural Electrification: 
How to Get it Sooner 


By T. W. PUE 

Two years ago the people of Alberta voted by a 
relatively narrow margin, to leave in the hands of 
the companies now running it, the electric power 
business. 

Perhaps the power companies have a right to 
feel thankful about that. Any independent grocer, 
garage man or editor who likes the job of run- 
ning his own affairs without gov- 
ernment domination would be 
happy to know his business was 
to be left with him. The CCF, 
which supported the idea of 
socializing the power industry, 
felt somewhat bitter that the 
same rural vote which supported 
thyir ideas on that point, so over- 
wl(2lmingly voted against them. 
Such are the fortunes of politics. 

Farmers Want Electricity 

I believe Alberta farmers 
turned thumbs down on a CCF 
when at the same time they 
voted for a Government Hydro commission, 
because it was rural. electrification they 
wanted — not just socialism. The Alberta 
farmer would like to have electric lights 
in his home, and an electric washer, refrigerator. 
toaster, radios etc., just the same as town and 
city folks. Besides that, he has scores of real jobs 
to be done on the farm. Electric lights for barns, 
machine shops, sheds and hen houses. Electric 
milking machines, feed grinders and power tools 
all would be easier and cheaper to operate. 

So, if under private enterprise he isn’t getting 
electricity, and there is hope of getting it with gov- 
ernment ownership, can you blame him for voting 
for socialism. No!—but let’s examine the facts. 

Cost Per Farm: $1,000.00 

First, we have to recognize there are many 
limiting factors in the program to get electricity 
to the farms. -Calgary Power Ltd. will soon open 
its new Spray Lakes power scheme which will solve 
for years to come the problem of sufficient power. 
There is plenty of power for every Alberta farm— 
the stickler being simply a matter of distribution. 
There are some farms so remote from established 
power lines that regardless of who sells the elec- 
tricity, they won’t get it for many years. 

To get electric power to the farm cogts an 
average of $1,000.00 where 40 or 50 farmers club 
together. If, as in Manitoba, a power commission 
handled the job, they would run lines into each 
farm for less than $100.00, where the actual cost 
is $1,000.00. Who pays the difference? 

Not the farmer getting the power. His electric 
bill for 20 years probably wouldn’t pay it. The 
money to pay for rural power extension comes out 
of the pockets of the urban and town users of 
electric energy. 

So, though the individual farmer gets a $1,000.00 
power hook-up for $100.00, it isn’t fair to the city 
and town dweller who would have to pay higher 
rates. Clearly, this isn’t possible when private com- 
panies are selling electric power, and farmers get- 
ting rural electrification are expected to pay their 
own installation charges, 

If the people of Alberta feel that farmers should 
be aided in installing rural electrification—and I 
agree with those who do—then I believe it could 
be done in one of two ways. 

(a) Farmers of any district, forming a co- 
operative association to build power lines, could 
borrow money from the government at a very low 
rate of interest, and repay the principal over a 
30-year period. In this way, the rural power user 
would pay about $3.00 per month capital charges 
in addition to cost of power used, service charge 
and storm insurance, 

(b) The government could grant a sum of 
money when power lines are built, to at least 
match dollar-for-dollar for extension of power ser- 
vice costs to individual farms. 

In short, we want rural electrification as fast as 
men and materials can be provided. We can get 
it faster with government assistance which doesn’t 
have to include government ownership. 

The idea of subsidies for power line extension, 
leaving the sale and distribution of power in the 
hands of the private companies, should appeal to 
the present Alberta government which pretty gen- 
erally is opposed td government ownership.

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SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


Canadians Should Always 
Practice Christian Living 


Christian living is a worthy objective for all Canadians. 
But against the background of this modern age, with its 
stresses and strains, one question must first be answered: 


“What Is Christian Living?” 

The scriptural background of 
Christian living is based on Jesus’ 
teachings, a part of his Sermon 
on the Mount, on Paul’s teachings 
in his letters to the believers at 
Philippi and at Thessalonia, and 
the practical teachings of James, 
the brother of our Lord. 

A definition of Christian living 
presupposes that the person to 
be advised is already a believer 
in Christ. There could be no 
Christ-ian living without first an 
acceptance of Christ. Any study 
or definition of Christian living 
therefore, immediately goes back 
to a study of Christ himself and 
his manner of life while he was 
here in the world. 

In the first part of the Ser- 
mon on the Mount—in the Beati- 
tudes—Jesus told his followers 
what the Christian traits should 
be. Then he turns to their influ- 
ence. Using symbols which his 
listeners could easily unledstand, 
he compares his followers to salt 
and light. 

Salt, although a very plentiful 
material in that part of the 
world, was and is a very nec- 
essary element. Jesus was com- 
paring salt to the unconscious in- 
fluence of Christians. As _ salt 
works silently and unseen to save 
food from spoiling and to make it 
more palatable to the taste, so 
should the Christian’s influence 
silently work to make the home, 
church and community a better 
place in which to live. 

Light represents the Christian’s 
visible influence. The life of 
Christians should be such that 
everyone who comes into contact 
with him or her will be able. to 
see “Christ living in me,” as 
Paul once declared. Both salt and 
light work silently and so should 
the influence of people who love 
Jesus. Jesus taught partly by what 
he said, much more by what he 
did but most of all by what he 
was, the sinless Son of God. 

Paul outlines the Christian 
philosophy of religion in his let- 
ter to the Philippian Christians. 
While he says much the same 
things as Jesus did, he does not 
say them quite so simply. Paul 
urged the believers at Philippi 
to live as citizens worthy of the 
heavenly kingdom, which to him, 
meant doing the will of God in the 
church as it is done in heaven. 

He gave them the comfort of 
the assurance that the Living 
Christ lived with them every day.

Farm Leaders Protest 
Low Grading of Wheat 


Alberta and Saskatchewan farm leaders will carry on their 
protest against low grading of frost-damaged wheat, a meeting 
of delegates from both provinces decided in Edmonton last 


week, 

However, they decided against 
calling a grain delivery strike, say- 
ing that “the first point of attack 
should be through every other 
possible avenue.” 

The meeting was held between 
leaders of the Farmers’ Union of 
Alberta and the Saskatchewan 
Farmers’ Union. 

“Petition of rights’? for agri- 
culture was prepared as a remedy 
for ‘‘some of the fundamental ills 
of agriculture in western Can- 


ada.” 
Details of the “petition of 
rights” were withheld pending 


their presentation to federal au- 
thorities. 

Discussions also centred around 
what an official statement termed 
“the decline in the agricultural 
income and the lower initial price 
of wheat.’’ 

Regarding low grading of frost- 
damaged wheat, the meeting dis- 
cussed a suggestion that a delivery 
strike be held, but decided against 
it at this time. 

Grain officials said that if the 
strike had been ordered, farm 
granaries would have been filled 
to overflowing almost immedi- 
ately. 

This would have led to storage 
of grain on the ground, where it 
may have been damaged to a point 
of being unfit for sale.
